Gunilght with police ends in death 


By Patrick Reardon 

FOURTEEN-YEAR-OLD Jennifer 
Murray and her two older brothers 
awoke Thursday to the sound of gun- 
fire. 

Outside, a fleeing bank robbery 
suspect and police were shooting it 
out in .the back yard of the Murray 
family home in southwest suburban 
^Worth. 

„ The “firefight” ended when the 
suspect was fatally wounded by a 
.gblice shotgun blast alongside the 
•back yard garage. 

“We heard gunshots, and I jumped 
out of bed,” said Jennifer, who was 
home sick from Shepard High 
School, where she is a freshman. “It 
scared the sickness right out of me.” 

THE WOUNDED suspect, tenta- 
tively identified by the Cook County 
Medical Examiner as Martin 
Watson, about 39, of 725 W. 26th St. 
died later at Palos Community Hos^ 
pital, Palos Heights. A second sus- 


Pect, tentatively identified as Ronald 
W. Brown, ran from the scene and 
was arrested a short time later in a 
laundromat four blocks away, said 
Worth Police Chief Harry Jenkins. 

The two men were sought for the 
robbery of the Talman Home Feder- 
al Savings and Loan Association of- 
nce at 11142 Southwest Highway, 

• **? Hills, only minutes earlier. 
The money was apparently re- 
covered. 

After being awakened by the shots, 
Jenmfer’s brother John, 22, went to a 
kitchen window in fhe rear of the 
home. 

“I saw the suspect running toward 
me,” he said. “He lifted up the gun 
toward me, and I ducked. 

“A VOLLEY OF shots rang out. I 
didn’t actually see him get shot. I 
was still ducking. I was afraid a 
stray shot would go through the 
kitchen window. 

Police Chief Jenkins said the 
shootout took place after a van, be- 
heved to be fleeing from the rob- 


bery, was chased by police through 
side streets in Worth. 

Jenkins gave this account of the 
chase: . 

Worth Patrolman William- Walsh 
was stopped at the corner of lllth 
Street and Southwest Highway, only 
a short distance from the robbery, 
when he saw a van drive by that 
matched the description of the 
getaway vehicle used by the robbers. 
Walsh followed and radioed for help. 

The van turned north on Harlem 
Avenue, then turned east into a resi- 
dential area. It came to a stop when 
it struck a large rock blocking the 
entrance to an open field alongside 
the Murray home at 10821 Nordica 
Ave. 

While one suspect fled, the second 
one, armed with two revolvers, 
whirled and started firing at the 
officers,” Jenkins said. 

None of the police was injured, 
Jenkins said, although one bullet 
went through the shoulder of Worth 
Patrolman James Hudson’s shirt.
